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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and arguments of November 1 8, 2005 are acknowledged 
and entered. 

2. Cancellation of claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 3, and 1 9 is acknowledged. 

3. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. Claims 1 , 3, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Lazar. 

Lazar shows a jet clean nozzle comprising a nozzle body, a plurality of spray chambers 
22 in the nozzle body, the spray chambers having a longitudinal axis parallel to a 
longitudinal axis of an inlet chamber (see Figure 1 attached herein), the inlet chamber 
disposed in the nozzle body for supplying a spray liquid to each of the spray chambers, 
wherein each of the spray chambers is provided in fluid communication with the inlet 
chamber, and a plurality of spray openings 26 in fluid communication with the spray 
chambers respectively, each of the spray openings for spraying the spray fluid supplied 
from a respective spray chamber. Lazar also shows a spray recess as recited (see 
Figure 1 attached herein). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Lazar. 
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The diameter of the spray openings would have been a matter of design choice since 
such a modification would involved a mere change in the size of a component which is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 22 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
